To save space the introductory paragraphs explaining the 
method of compiling the statistics * have been omitted. 

The main point to note is that very few of the schedules 
required any correction for differences in the number of selling 
days, the calendar month containing the same number in 1944 
as in 1943.

Apparel. As November was the fourth month of the coupon 
period, the index number of 106 should be regarded as definitely 
a high one. It is 7 per cent. above the average for the previous 
twelve months, and only about 5 per cent. below October ; all 
districts agree in showing a rise over the previous average, and 
none shows a big fall from October. Suburban London even 
shows a rise, but trade was rather depressed there in October. 
The index numbers for all districts varied only from 100 to 106, 
apart from Central London where it was much higher (as in 
October) at 127. 

To some extent the high level of sales so late in the coupon 
period can be attributed to the greater restraint shown by the 
public in the three earlier months, but the fact remains that 
August to November together show sales significantly above those 
in any other consecutive four months. Moreover, the December 
index is bound to be a high one in view of the Christmas trade, so 
that even if there is a slump in January this coupon period as a 
whole will almost certainly show record sales. 

A partial explanation of the high index in November is to be 
found in the high average amount spent per coupon. The figure

for the country as a whole was the highest on record ; all districts 
had relatively high figures, but only Central London and Scotland 
established records. 

This determination of the public to obtain ‘‘ value ” for their 
coupons, and to supplement their purchases of rationed goods 
with unrationed apparel, does not, however, wholly account for 
the high level of sales ; the reporting shops have also been taking 
a rather large number of coupons. Thus in November their 
takings were 124 per cent. higher than a year ago, and a com- 
parison between August-November and the first four months of 
the last coupon period (made by adjusting the sales indices for 
the slight change in the average value per coupon) shows a 
significant increase in coupon takings. 

The table below, which gives the subsidiary index numbers 
for the principal apparel categories, shows how remarkably 
steady sales of women’s wear have been, at a level well over 100 
(the average for 1942). Sales of men’s wear have shown a pro- 
gressive but moderate decline, with a slightly lower average ; the 
fall for boots and shoes has been steeper and the average is little 
over 100.

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found in Suburban London, which has lost population, and 
the South of England, which has gained it. Owing to postal 
difficulties, etc., at Christmas time, more schedules than usual 
had to be omitted from the district figures this month and 
included in unallocated sales. The effect was appreciable in some 
categories but introduced no serious distortion. 


Apparel. Sales were up on 1943 by 22 per cent. for apparel 
as a whole, despite the fact that November was the third month 
of the coupon issue in 1943 and the fourth month last year. The 
rise was greatest for men’s and boys’ wear, 26-5 per cent., but 
hardly less for dress materials, 26-3 per cent., and closely followed 
by that for women’s wear, 22-7 per cent. By contrast the advance 
in boots and shoes was relatively moderate, 10-6 per cent. In 
general the district figures did not differ very markedly from 
the national one, but Suburban London showed a much smaller 
rise for women’s wear. As in earlier months of the year, the 
shops which sub-divide their women’s wear sales showed the 
biggest rise for fashion departments (i.e. cuter wear) and the 
smallest for fancy drapery ; in all three sub-divisions the increase 
exceeded 20 per cent. 

Coupons reported to the Bank numbered 12-5 per cent. more 
than a year ago, the only district which failed to reach the 1943 
figure being Suburban London. The district figures are perhaps 
on the high side as unallocated coupons showed a smaller increase 
than the average ; these coupons largely represent sales of boots 
and shoes, so that a smaller increase was to be expected. The 
increase in the amount spent per coupon in those concerns 
reporting both sales and coupons amounted to rather over 5 per 
cent. 


Household Goods. Sales were about 104 per cent. higher on 
the whole, with the most pronounced rise in furnishing depart- 
ments, 13-2 per cent. ; this is the first significant increase recorded 
for this department for over two years. The South of England 
was the leading district in November as in October. Returning 
residents were presumably trying their utmost to re-equip their 
homes, as sales of household piece-goods in this area rose by 
33:4 per cent., those of furnishing departments by 16-6 per cent. 
and of hardware by 11-6 per cent. Suburban London, which 
is also affected by re-equipment purchases, showed the largest 
district increase for hardware but, exceptionally, recorded a fall 
for household piece-goods ; the sample for this sub category is, 
however, a small one. R 

Other Goods. Extremely large increases appear in most 
districts for sports and travel goods in November. The value of 
toys, etc., available for Christmas trade was bigger in 1944 than 
in 1943,.and the high prices apparently did not deter would-be 
purchasers ; the public may also to some extent have bought 
their presents rather earlier. In Central and West End London 
the increase, 18-0 per cent., was less remarkable than in other 
parts of the country. Fancy departments rose by 9-7 per cent. ; 
Christmas trade influenced this category too, and purchases may 
have been made in better time. 


February—November. Total sales for the first ten months of 
the trading year were 6-9 per cent. higher in 1944 than in 1943. 
The only failure to reach the same level as for the corresponding 
period of last year was in Central and West End London, and the 
decrease there was only 2 per cént. The range of movement in 
the Provinces was very small, 7:2 to 8-9 per cent. 

Sales of food and perishables rose by 5:5 per cent. with pro- 
vincial increases all fairly close to this figure. In London, how- 
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ever, sales were fractionally below 1943 in the Central area and 
only 1-6 per cent. above it in the Suburbs. 


Other merchandise showed a larger advance, sales being up by 
8-9 per cent. The movement was fairly uniform in the Provinces, 
but the London figures showed the effects of the summer’s air 
attack, for there was a fall of 2-7 per cent. in the Central area and a 
relatively. small rise, 4-0 per cent., in the Suburbs. All apparel 
categories were appreciably higher than last year, the rise for 
men’s and boys’ wear, 27:8 per cent., being outstanding. On 
the other hand, household categories were either lower than in 
1943 (household piece-goods and furnishing departments) or 
rose only fractionally (hardware). Much the largest increase 
among the remaining categories was 13°9 per cent. for sports and 
travel goods. 

STOCKS t¢ 

Index Numbers of Apparel Stocks. The general decline 
apparent during the greater part of the current year was checked 
in November, and two categories even showed a small rise; as 
sales were relatively high the shops must have received good 
deliveries. The fall continued, however, in dress materials, 
which have shown the steepest decline and fell in November by 
a further 4 points to 58, the lowest figure ever recorded for any 
of the four categories. Women’s wear recovered by a single 
point to 81 and men’s and boys’ wear by 2 points to 89. Boots 
and shoes showed no improvement from the October position, 66, 
but at least fell no lower. 


Comparison with a Year Ago. Stocks at the end of November 
were 13-3 per cent. lower than a year ago, this movement being 
rather larger than those for recent months. District decreases 
were all substantial, but these may be a little overstated as 
unallocated stocks dropped by only 1-1 per cent. Compared with 
the last pre-war November. stocks were up by 8 per cent. in value ; 
the quantity of goods available was, of course, very much 
reduced. 

Stocks of food and perishables were approximately the same 
as last year, a fall of only 0-3 per cent. being recorded. At this 
level they were about 60 per cent. above November 1938. 

Stocks of other merchandise fell by 14:3 per cent., the sole 
category to show an increase being household piece-goods which 
rose by 9:3 per cent. Of the apparel categories dress materials 
contracted most sharply, 35-7 per cent., but, as in October, the 
decreases for men’s and boys’ wear (23-5 per cent.) and for 
women’s wear (17-1 per cent.) were also considerable. Less 
spectacular but still substantial was the fall of 11-7 per cent. for 
boots and shoes. 

Compared with November 1938 boots and shoes were lower 
by 33 per cent. and dress materials by 18 per cent. ; the other 
two categories expanded, women’s wear by 21 per cent. and men’s 
and boys’ wear by 15 per cent. 

Once more the movement for household goods was rather 
different, the decreases being less heavy, 18-3 per cent. for 
hardware and 12-5 per cent. for furnishing departments, and 
being also partially offset by a rise in household piece-goods. 

Despite active buying by the public, stocks of sports and travel 
goods and of fancy departments showed moderate decreases only, 
thanks to the greater value of incoming supplies this year.

Export Licensing 
THE EXPORT OF GOODS (CONTROL) (No. 1) ORDER, 1945 


Under the existing Export of Goods (Control) Orders, (a) all 
goods require licences on export to certain destinations and 
(b) the goods specified in the Schedule to the Order require 
licences on export to all destinations. 

The Export of Goods (Control) (No. 1) Order, 1945 (8. R. & O. 
1945 No. 12, price 1d.), made by the Board of Trade on 9th 
January and operative as from 15th January 1945, removes 
certain countries from the list of destinations referred to in (a) 
and reduces such destinations to the following :—

2. Although the import licensing regulations in force in those 
territories still continue, it will no longer be necessary to obtain 
a Middle East Supply Centre recommendation to cover the import 
of goods other than those listed in paragraph 8 of this notice. 
For all the goods in that list, however, the arrangements whereby 
imports must be covered not only by an import licence issued 
by the territory concerned but also by a recommendation from 
the Middle East Supply Centre, will remain in force. 

3. The general effect of the changes will be to restrict the 
present arrangements, under which all goods must be recom- 
mended by the Middle East Supply Centre before export licences 
can be issued, to the list of goods set out in paragraph 8 below. 
Thus, a recommendation from the Middle East Supply Centre 
(M.E.S.C.) will not be required in support of an application for 
export licence or for the release of raw material except for goods 
included in this list. For goods included in the list, the United 
Kingdom exporter will be advised whether a Middle East Supply 
Centre recommendation has been granted. The United Kingdom 
Commercial Corporation Limited or, in the case of Syria and the 
Lebanon and French Somaliland, the French Direction de 
l Armement, in London, will send the exporter a letter containing 
details of the recommendation. This letter must accompany the 
application for an export licence. Where it is not possible to 
provide the letter, the shipping reference number should be 
quoted on the export licence application, together with a state- 
ment of the reason. In all cases firms will be advised of the 
Middle East Supply Centre recommendations as soon as possible 
after their receipt in London and no useful purpose will be served 
by prior enquiry as to whether an order has been approved. 
Exporters are warned, however, that the recommendation of 
the Middle East Supply Centre does not necessarily ensure the 
automatic issue of an export licence, as supply or other important 
considerations may preclude export from this country. Similarly, 
goods which do not appear on the list below will not necessarily 
be available for export freely to these destinations. 

4. Where exporters are in doubt whether goods ordered from 
them and requiring an export licence fall within the categories 
specified in the list, they should lodge an export licence applica- 
tion and they will then be informed whether a Middle East 
Supply Centre recommendation is required. Any alterations to 
the list which may be necessary from time to time will be pub- 
lished in Board of Trade Journal. 


5. Exporters should for the present continue in the usual way 
to apply to the United Kingdom Commercial Corporation for 
shipping facilities for any goods when the goods are ready, 
whether subject to Middle East Supply Centre procedure or not, 
and exporters are advised in their own interests to ensure that 
the goods are covered by a valid export licence, where necessary, 
and also that they are covered by a valid import licence, since 
goods not so covered may be subject to confiscation and the 
United Kingdom Commercial Corporation cannot accept any 
responsibility in these matters. 

6. Notice of Middle East Supply Centre recommendations 
will not normally be required for bona fide trade samples or in- 
dividual consignments totalling £5 or less in value, even where 
the goods concerned are included in the list in paragraph 8. 
Abuse of these concessions may lead to their withdrawal. 

7. The attention of exporters is also directed to the notice on 
page 13 of this issue of Board of Trade Journal regarding the 
Export of Goods (Control) (No. 1) Order, 1945. The effect of 
this Order on exports to Middle Eastern territories is that for 
the territories listed in paragraph 1] above, export licences will 
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only be required for goods listed in the Schedule to the Export 
of Goods (Control) (No. 10) Order 1943, as amended.*

Army Officers’ Uniforms 
REMOVAL OF STYLE RESTRICTIONS 


(1) At the request of the War Office, the Board of Trade have 
made the Uniforms (Restrictions) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1945 
No. 2, price ld.), revoking the style restrictions imposed on Army 
and A.T.S. officers’ service dress and khaki drill jackets by the 
Making of Uniforms (Restrictions) Order, 1942 (see Board of Trade 
Journal, 2nd May 1942, p. 232). The appropriate trade interests 
have been consulted by the Board in order to ensure that the 
changeover shall be as smooth as possible, and it has been 
decided in the light of these discussions that manufacture of 
jackets in the pre-1942 style may start on 15th January 1945, 
for supply to officers not before 12th February 1945. This inter- 
vening period will assist the disposal of stocks of ready-made or 
partly-made garments of restricted style whilst the unrestricted 
style is becoming available. 

(2) Officers will continue to be permitted to wear restricted 
style uniforms and there is no reason why orders already placed 
should be cancelled or why new orders for jackets or for altera- 
tions should be placed in abnormal volume by officers now serv- 
ing. The labour force in this section of the clothing industry is 
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insufficient to provide an increase of output and the Board point 
out that it is essential that the making of uniforms for newly 
commissioned officers should continue without interruption. 

(3) Increases in ceiling prices to cover higher costs of manu- 
facture in unrestricted style are being considered by the Central 
Price Regulation Committee in consultation with representatives 
of the trade. 

(4) The effect of the revocation is that, from 12th February 
1945 there will be no Board of Trade restrictions on the style of 
uniforms for Army officers of the British, Dominion or Allied 
Forces.

Screw Gauge Allocation Centre Closure 


For the past two years manufacturers have had to purchase 
their Screw Gauge requirements as directed by the Screw Gauge 
Allocation Centre. This Centre was set up in October 1942, by 
mutual agreement of the Machine Tool Control and the Screw 
Gauge Makers to meet the condition then prevailing of out of 
balance of supply and demand. By means of this scheme it was 
possible to allocate certain pitches of Screw Threads to each 
maker and also to prevent duplication of orders. There is no 
doubt that the institution of the Centre has met the country’s 
needs more satisfactorily and with greater economy of labour 
than would have been possible by ordinary trading conditions. 

The successful working of the Centre has led to the proper 
adjustment of the supply and demand position, and the gradual 
reduction of the load on Screw Gauge Makers in recent months 
has made it possible to consider the closing down of the Screw 
Gauge Allocation Centre and the restoration of normal pro- 
cedure. It has been decided that this shall take place as at 
3lst January 1945, and thetefore as from Ist February all in- 
tending purchasers of Screw Gauges should address enquiries 
to their usual suppliers and not to the Centre.

SALES TAX 

The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Sales Tax 
(Exemptions and Classifications) Act, 1944, which makes certain 
amendments to the First Schedule (exempted goods) to the Sales 
Tax (Exemptions and Classifications) Act, 1935-1943.

CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 

The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for the weeks 
ended on the dates given : 

Madras, 10th December. The sowing of paddy and dry crops 
is proceeding. Crops are fair. 

Bihar, 26th December. Crops are fair. The sowing of rabi 
has been completed, while the threshing of Aghani paddy and 


the crushing of sugarcane are being continued. 
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Assam, 25th December. Rabi prospects are fair, except in the 
Cachar, Kamrup and Nowgong districts. 

Central Provinces and Berar, 22nd December. The sowing of 
rabi is over and crops are good. Cotton picking and paddy 
threshing are progressing. 


GROUNDNUT CROP (SECOND ESTIMATE) 

Calcutta, lst January. The second all-India estimate of the 
area covered by the 1944-45 groundnut crop is 8,663,000 acres. 
This constitutes an increase of 0-4 per cent. compared with last 
year’s figure of 8,631,000 acres, which was revised owing mainly 
to the adoption of a revised basis of compilation by the State of 
Hyderabad. The condition of the crop on the whole appears to 
be still fairly good. 


Cuba 
BUSINESS INDICES 

The Canadian Trade Commissioner at Havana states that 
tourists visiting Cuba in 1943 numbered 14,814 and spent an 
estimated 1,788,050 dollars; corresponding figures for 1942 
were 21,235 and 2,697,400 dols. These totals represent a mere 
trickle as compared with tourist traffic during the period 1936-41, 
when an annual average number of persons visiting the Republic 
was 150,000 spending from 14 to 15 million dols. 

The volume of merchandise sales for the period January- 
June 1944, based on gross sales tax revenue returns, was esti- 
mated at 561,919,000 dols. as compared with 475,559,000 dols. 
for the corresponding half year of 1943. Building permits issued 
during the six months represented a value of 10,732,048 dols., 
slightly more than twice the figure for January-June 1943. 
Bank clearings during the first half of 1944 were 686,847,968 
dols. as against 503,099,602 dols. a year earlier, an increase of 
36 per cent. Deposits received in the same period totalled 
2,469,100,307 dols. (1,785,571,364 dols.) and cheques paid 
totalled 2,343,357,749 dols. as against 1,748,424,851 dols. 
Currency in circulation at the end of June, 1944, stood at 
207,792,287 dols. as compared with 138,459,507 dols. at that 
date in the previous year. 

During the first six months of 1944 General Government 
revenues increased by 34 per cent. as compared with 1943— 
from 49,479,953 dols. to 66,383,349 dols. Special public works 
fund collections, at 5,962,047 dols. for the first six months of 
1944, represented an increase of 14 per cent. over the figure of 
5,207,610 dols. for the first half of 1943. Custom House collec- 
tions, amounting to 9,749,887 dols. showed a decline of 0-4 per 
cent. from the 1943 half year total of 9,797,816 dols. Miscel- 
laneous internal revenues also showed a slight drop — 
22,174,456 dols. as against 22,292,530 dols. 

Salaries and wages paid (based on revenues of the Health and 
Maternity Fund) during January-June 1944 totalled 146,769,300 
dols. as compared with 117,359,000 dols. for the corresponding 
period of 1943. 

According to the United States Treasury Department, invest- 
ments of North American capital in Cuba at the beginning of 
1944 totalled 614,406,658 dols. Total British investments in 
Cuba at the same time were estimated to be £26,943,905, of 
which all but £731,000 was in railways. 


Eire 
FISHERY STATISTICS 

A statement issued by the Department of Agriculture (Fisheries 
Branch), Dublin, shows that the value of the sea fish returned as 
landed on the coast of Eire during November last and the first 
eleven months of 1944 was £53,354 and £509,460 as compared 
with £63,828 and £486,734 respectively in the corresponding 
months of 1943. 
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
